The murder that touched off

There was no avidencn 
that Murray’s’ ~ death was 
connected with his alleged 
gun-running activitics, but oM- 
einls investigating his murder 
came ecross evidence of muni!- 
tions smuggling. 


THREE PILOTS 


“‘Ane-case of three Aimcrican 
pllots who ayere tmprisoned in 
Java by the Dutch for almost 
u year on gun-running charges 
also has attracted attention here. 

The pilots — William B. 
Hallam of Portland, Oregon, 
Connie Scigrist of Vinn, 
Oktnhoma, and Albert Onstott 
of Yuba Clty, Californin—re- 
turned to Manila aftor being re- 
lensed late in August. They 
were bitter towards the Dutch 
and described their trial and 
imprisonment as “n colossal 
frome-up.” 


The facts of thelr cage were 
that they were flylng arms from 
tho Philippines, were arrested 
by the British on a small island 
150 miles northenst of Singapore 
on September 14, 1948, turned 
over to the Dutch, and were 
tried_and imprisoned...
